Work of reconstructing the historic 
Biddle House on Mackinac Island was 
begun May 19, following letting of the 
ontract in Lansing, May 16, it is an- 
hounced by the Biddle House Restoration 
ommittee, Inc., of which Adrian N. 
angius, F.A.LA., of Lansing, is Chair- 
пап. 

Contractor for the project is Eli J. Van 
bweden, of Grand Rapids, who has 
begun taking down the present struc 
re, piece by piece, preparatory to con- 
tructing a new foundation, then recon 
structing the house and carefully pre- 
berving its original character. 

The Biddle House is conceded to be 
he oldest house in the northwest, and 
s of a type of construction that is unique 
n this country. The exterior walls are 
bf vertical logs containing slots into 
which horizontal logs with shaped ends 
hre inserted. Over this log construction 
s installed siding, which is believed 1o 
be the first instance of such use in Amer 
ca. 

The property was recently deeded by 
he State to the Restoration Corpora 
ion, for the duration of construction, 
After which it will be returned to the 
Btate for operation as a shrine, dedi- 
ated to the building industry of Michi- 
ban. Funds have been provided by all 
blements of the industry, with the Michi 
an Society of Architects acting as spon 
BOTS.

Back in the 1890s, there was fierce

The dis- 
patch quoted, in what it said was the 
original Serbian, an ominous proclama- 
lion by the mayor of Belgrade: "Er us 
siht la Etsll iws nel lum cmeht," which 
the News translated as, "The munici- 
pality cannot aid." The News sat back 
and waited. Sure enough, the three 
o'clock edition of the Post and. Mail fea- 
tued the alleged dispatch, quotation 
and all. The News howled with glee, 
and let the other papers in on the hoax. 
The Post and Mail was ihe laughing 
stock of Chicago—for the message "in 
Serbian" was simply: "The MacMullens 
will steal this sure," spelled backwards. 
That finished the Post and Mail. 


AND IN ABOUT THE SAME ERA, 
the then New York Journal and New 
York Post carried on a vilification cam- 
paign against each other. 

After calling its adversary a yellow 
Journal, the Post thought it was having 
the last word when it said the Journal 
was just a yellow dog. 

The Journal regained the initiative 
when it replied that its attitude toward 
the Post was simply that of any dog 
toward any post.
